1 . This communication is in response to the Request for Continued Examination of 
amendment filed on July 7, 201 1 . Claim 35 has been amended. Claims 37, 42 and 43 
are cancelled. Claims 1-34 were previously cancelled. No New Claims are added. Thus 
Claims 35, 36, 38-41 and 44-49 are currently pending and are considered below. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4. Applicant's Request for Continued 
Examination of amendment filed on July 7, 201 1 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 35, 36, 38-41 and 44-49 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The instant invention relates to a method of combining at least two audio files, 
comprising an advertising content and a non-advertising content respectively, into a

new single audio file and making the combined audio file accessible for download to a 
plurality of users, via a computer network, free of charge, where the users can 
download the combined file for repeated playback later, the combined file being so 
configured that each time the file is played back, both the advertising and the non- 
advertising content are played such that the portion of the combined audio file 
containing the advertising content is played before the portion containing the non- 
advertising content. Furthermore, the invention relates to receiving payment from the 
party providing the advertising content for including advertising content with the non- 
advertising content. 

Independent claim 35 (viewed the entire claim as a whole) is patentable over all 
of the cited references in this application, individually, or in any hypothetical 
combination, for at least, because prior art could not be found that would make the 
combined audio file accessible for download to a plurality of users, via a computer 
network, free of charge, where the users can download the combined file for repeated 
playback later and where the combined file is so configured that each time the file is 
played back, both the advertising and the non- advertising content are played such that 
the portion of the combined audio file containing the advertising content is played before 
the portion containing the non-advertising content, as described in the independent 
claim 35. 

Since the disclosed dependent claims are depend on the above independent 
claim, therefore they are also patentable.
